l. At that age the child reaches appropriate level of development and is ready to learn. 
Il. The schools do not admit children after six years of age.

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Q. 10 Statement : Should all the drug patented and manufactured in western countries be first tried 
out on sample basis before giving licence for sale to general public in India ? 


Arguments : 
I. Yes. Many such drugs require different doses and duration for Indian population and 
Hence it is necessary. 
Il. No. This is just not feasible and hence cannot be implemented.
